Qrgaaizadon of the G>nunissiQn 

The Omunission held its organization meeting on Sep- 
tember 29, 1953, in the Cabinet Room of the White House, 
with all the Commissioners present The President greeted 
the Commissioners and extended his wishes for the success 
of the work of the Commission. The oath a£ office was 
administered to the Commissioners by Supreme Court 
Associate Justice Harold H. Burton. 

The first act of the Commission was the election of Her- 
bert Hoover as Chairman. 

The following appcmitments were then approved:

Quarters for the Commisaoo were obtained in the Gen- 
eral Accounting Office Building at Fifth and G Streets NW., 
Washington, D. C, and all meetings of the Commission, 
except the organization meeting, have been held there. The 
Commission has met regularly since its organization. 



Commission Procxidure 

The Commission decided to undertake the work enjoined 
on it by its enabling act by making an exhaustive investi- 
gation of certain broad f uncdons of die Govemmoit and 
by considering questions of .policy as well as those of organi- 
zation and operation. It was insistent from the beginning 
tliat every subject considered should have a thorough factual 
study before any attempt would be made to reach conclu- 
sions. This required a capable investigating stafiF to develop 
the &cts and a group of e]q)etienced individuals <^ good 
judgment to evaluate them. It was decided that this ma- 
chinery could best be evolved by the "task for<%" method; 
L the selection of a grou|^ or task force, of distinguished 
citizens with experience in the field under investigation to 
serve on a part-time basis. A Staff Director and staff are 
then named, who work generally on a full-time basis in the 
investigating fidd. This method of operation brings about 
eEGdency and econcuny in that it makes it unnecessary for the 
.Commission to have a large general research and secretarial 
staff, it assures the intensive use of specialists, and it makes 
possible the immediate reduction of staff when a task force 
has completed its work. 

The Commission also determined that an expensive ad- 
ministrative staff and a heavy overhead expense could not 
be justified. Therefore, rather than organize a payroll sec- 
tion, a supply section, a fiscal section, a budget section, a 
personnel section, and the other usual administrative or- 
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ganizational units^ the Coramisnon arranged to get these serv- 
ices from other Govanment agencies on a reimbursable basis. 
As a result, the Gunmisaon has an unusually small executive 
and administiative staff.

There have been 13 task forces and several c<»iimittees 
and subcommittees, in the nature of task forces, organized.

This task force divided its studies into three major aspects: 
z. The organization of the legal services of the executive 
branch. 

2. How parties should be represented in dealing with the

Under number i come the questions of the division of 
responsibility between the Department of Justice and the 
legal departments of various governmental agencies and in 
the Department of Defense between the imiformed and non- 
uniformed lawyers; also the questions cS. recruitment, utiliza- 
tion, promotion, and discharge of Goverimicnt lawyers. 

Under number 2 come the questions of the qualification of 
practitioners and their admission, suspension, and removaL 

Under number 3 comes the survey of operations under the 
Administrative Procedure Act and of operatbns 6t agencies 
not subject to it Involved here is the question of the separa- 
tion of powers between the fact-finding authority, the prose- 
cuting authority and the judicial authority, and the concrete 
problem of the status and functions of hearing exammers and 
the desirability of setting up an additional court or courts of 
some nature entirely separate from the regulatory bodies. 

This task force did not study the substantive law which 
grants jurisdiction to regulatory bodies, nor the conflict in 
regulating authority between the Federal and State or mimici- 
pal governments, this latter problem being more properly in 
the jurisdiction of the Commission on Intergovernmental 
Relations.

As soon as the work dE die various task forces began, it 
became obvious that almost dl of the investigations reached 
deeply into the Department of Defense. With a budget of 
35 or 40 billion dollars annually, a civilian employment (tf 
about lA million, and with 3.5 million men in unifcwm, this 
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Dcpartmeat offered the greatest opportunity for accomplish- 
ing econoiaues and efficiencies. It was £ek that the business 
oig^nization of this great Department should not be rqmrted 
on in piecemeal but that the results of investigations of vari- 
ous task forces into this Department should be coordinated. 
It vtras dierefore decided to set up a Committee on Business 
Organization of the Department of Defense, on which, in 
addition ta several new members, there would be representa- 
tives of other task forces which dealt with the Department 
of Defense.

Finances 

At the time the Commission was created, there was appro- 
priated $500,000 to carry the Commission during^ the remain- 
der of the year 1953 and far enough into 1954 to give it time 
to make its plans and estimate its needs with some accuracy. 

In Fdnuary I954» an additional (1,431^ was approprir 
ated, which was $400,000 less dian had been requested. 

Shordy before the adjournment of the 83d Congress, an 
additional $653,150, which was $100,000 less than had been 
requested, was appropriated, thus giving the Commission a

It should be noted that when the February 1954 request was 
made, the Commission had not established its Task Forces 
on Intelligence Activities, Overseas Economic Operations^ 
Paperwork Management and Real Firoperty. It seems prob- 
able that the Commission will require a modest additional 
appropriation to complete its work.

1st Session, S. 106 

An Act 

For the establishment of a Comtnission oa Governmental Operations. 

Be it enacted by the Senae and House of Representatives of the 
United States of America in Congress assembled, 

DBCLARAnON OF POUCY 

Section i. It is hereby declared co be the policy of Congress to pro- 
mote economy, efficiency, and improved service in the transaction of 
the public business in the departments, bureaus, agencies, boards, com- 
missions, offices, independent establishments, and instrumentalities of 
the execudve branch of the Government by — 

(i) recommending methods and procedures for reducing ex- 
penditures to the lov/est amount consistent vfith the efficient per- 
formance of essential services, acdvities, and functions; 

(3) eliminating duplication and overlapping of services, activi- 
ties, and functions; 

(3) consolidating service^ activities, and functions of a similar 
nature; 

(4) abolishing services, activities, and functions not necessary to 
the efficient conduct of government; 

(5) eliminating nonessential services, functions, and activities 
which are competitive vcith private enterprise; 

i6\ defining responsibilities of officials; and 
7) relocating agencies now responsible ditecdy to die President 
in departments or other agencies.

Sbc 2. (a) For the purpose of carrying out the ptdicy set forth in

Sbc. 9. (a) iNVBinaAiioN^The Commission shall study and inves- 
tigate the present organization and methods of operation of all de- 
partments, bureaus, agencies, boards, commissions, offices, independent 
establishnienis, and instrumentalities of the Government exoqit the 
Judiciary and the Congress of the United Slates to determine what 
clumges therein are necessary in their opinion to accomplish the pur- 
poses set forth in section i el this Act. 

. (b) RBMttT.— The Commisnon shall submit interim reports at such 
time^ or time^ as the Commission deems necessary, shall submit a 
comprehensive report of its activities and the results of its studies to 
the Congress on or before December 31, 1054, and shall submit its 
final report not later than May 31, 1955, at wnidi date the Commission 
slull cease to exist. Hie Final Report of the Commission may propose 
sudt constitutional amendments, legblative enactments, and sidmlnis- 
trative actions as in its judgment are necessary to carry out its recom- 
mendations. 

POWERS OF THE COMMISSION 

Sbq. 10. (a) Hbabings and Sbssions^Hic Commission or, on the 
eudhorization of the Commission, any subcommittee or member thereof, 
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may, for the puiposc of cariymg out die provisions of this Act, hold 
sudt hearings and sit and aa at such times and places, administer such 
oaths, and require, by subpena or otherwise, the attendance and testi- 
mony of such witnesses aiod the production of such books, records, 
correspondence, memoranda, papers, and documents as the Commis- 
sion or such subcommittee or member may deem advisable. Subpenas 
may be issued under the signature of the Chairman of die Commission, 
of such subcommittee, or any duly designated member, and may be 
served by any person designated by such Chairman or member. The 
provisions of sections loa to 104, inclusive, of the Revised Statutes 
(U. S. C, title 2, sees. 192-194), ^all apply in the case of any failure 
of any witness to comiJy with any subpena or to testify when sum- 
moned under authority of this section. 

(b) Obtaining Official Data. — The Commission is authorized to 
secure direcdy from any executive department, bureau, agency, board, 
commission, office, independent estaUishment, or instrumentality, in- 
formation, suggestions, estimates, and statistics for the purpose of this 
Act; and each such department, bureau, agency, board, commission, 
office, establishment, or instrumentality is authorized and directed to 
fiU'nish such information, suggestions, estimates, and statistics direcdy 
to the Commission, upon request made by the Chairman or Vice 
, Chairman.
